A reporter of Ihc Courier w},io was 
at Nia;^;ir:i falls ^r.itcnliiy v.-ii.H nioro 
thuu over jlUiiressed willi tiie ;;i;uidoiir 
of Niiigiirii's chaaiii. iio saw loui; 
black liuoa markinij oil' iho variouafor- 
luatioiis of the niitrlit-y abulmcnts, and 
could not help wwiuieriiiij: the oiionuous 
length of liuii' llie w uturiiii; forces of 
iK'.tiire h:ui ri'iiiiii't''! to diij; out tliat sol- 
id rock and luaKe the di/./.y ^■orj^e. 

The desire to oljtain accurate iutor- 
mation on the subject directed his steps 
lalor to the olliee of Dr. Julius I'ohl- 
luau, in llie Lewis block. Ur. I'ohhuau 
is Olio of the most promiucnt c^eolo- 
gisti of these parts. 

"Witli ij;re:iL pleasure) I will toll you 
anylhinij; 1 ku')\v about Niaj^ara, " said 
he. "Ill tracing tlie orij^inof this river 
about whose banks eling such recolloc- 
tiou.s of mystery and tragedy, we must 
f^o away back into llie [)re-glacial 
times wiien ilio bud of tho great lakus 
WHS occupied by a river and Touawan- 
iln valley coulaiuud ii lake fifty niilus 
in IcMglli and from leu to twenty miles 
in width, with a possible maximum 
deptli of sixty feet. The northern bar- 
rier of the lake was of limestone for- 
mation. Beini: about fifty foot lower 
tlian tlio southi'rn ouo, tho ovurllow of 
wator was toward tho Ontario valley. 
Tiio outlet found its way into tho prcs- 
<Mit channel of Niagara rivor soniu- 
\vliere near the upper rapids of tho 
river above llie falls. 

"]''i'oni here the waters mot no ob- 
stnclc, and in tliuil' Ibiw pi'cdetennined 
tiio river gorge bel\\e(!a the falls aiul 
tho wiiirlpiiol, auil conlinucd in a 
Straigllt course north, through tlie side 
of the whirl[(Ool, and tliutico through 
tlio valloy of .Si. David's in Canada 
and onward tiircuigli liie Ontario val- 
ley. 1 have made careful searches, 
and liud this track of the river from 
the whirlpool lhrou_:h Canaila. liy 
and liy the, 'i'onaw;uida lake began to 
.suliside, and linally was niiluccd to a 
rivor willi a wide, low valley on eacli 
sido. The coiirso of tho rivor in mak- 
ing its way out of llie valloy of llio an- 
i'it:nt lake; chauired. It lloweil into the 
<dianuel of the [U'csent Niagara where 
the present Tonawanda river enters 
now. It curved around the southern 
luargiu of Grand Island, which formed 
a shallow part of llic uorlhern mar^rin 
of the laku, and had arisen as n uumu- 
siila iu the course of tinio, and then 
flowed north into the original channel 
of the outlet, tiius di.'tcruiiuiug l!ie two 
branches of the lu-escnl river. The 
branch uf the Ni:;''ara ^vhieh s"i>!>rii!cs 
tho islanil from tho lUain land is of 
quite modern origin, as testilied to by 
soiindint's. WolT, the erosion across 
tiic thin Ijed of Niagara limestone nat- 
urally cut oni' or the oilier parts of tho 
outlet ilcejicr liian the rest, ami conlin- 
ing the smaller channels gave birth to 
a number of larger and ^inallur islands, 
known at juescnl as (loat, Uath, Luuii, 
tho Sistors, and so forth. 

"The branclius of tho. river joined 
again into one stream us they ap- 
proached the hi^avy Niagara limestone 
at about the site of the now suspension, 
or foot Ijridge, ;uid rushed north for 
about tlirec-(| uarters iif a mile, where 
they fLdl over a preei|i;ee of al;oui one 
huiulreii fe'i'l. (loal isi:ind extended 
northerlv in a triangular prolongation 
with its aijex somewhere abreasl of liio 
northern euil of the jiieseuL American 
fall. liolovv this fall of ouo hundred 
feel that 1 liave just sp(>ken ol theriver 
deseel^led in rapids oviu' the shale un- 
til it c'ueouuti'rcd liie (.'liiiton limestone 
near the railvray suspension bridge, 
where it loo.k another leap. From liei o 
a short rapid carried it to tin; eiitranee 
of tho wiiirl|ioi)l, where auotlier fall 
was caused by liuartzose sandstone of 
the Medina group. Thence there was 
a rapid eurretu lo Oiuario basin. The 
volume id' water then was exceedingly 
small as i.-oiii])ared w;M llie estimated 
twenty million eu Mc f el of tlie pres- 
ent. "Now, al the time of the glacial 
period ilio movement of the iea slioet 
was iu a nurtiieasierly direction. The 
channel of the great riveT wiiich I re- 
marked ubouL in the lie ;iuning was ex- 
cavated deeji'.y ami liie v;iili y of tho 
p-reat lakes wu- f'u nied. When the 
Arctic cliniati; ■.■■■r-.iin changed into a 
temperate eiie. liie ice sheet retreated 
northward and in its melting spread 
over the land all the ground-up mater- 
ial as well as the rucks which had been 
caiuj-lit up and earrie i under, and the 
valleys of Si.

"No shop is couip.eto nowadays 
without a cat, "said a liroadway police- 
man. "iNly beat along the upper part 
of Broadway takes mo right through 
the shopping district, and when i go 
homo at 'night I have to walk down 
Si.xth avonue, so that I have a jjretty 
fair opportunity to watch the cats.

She 
sal down ipiletly, looi^ed in mv face, 
ami wati-hed me while 1 .-.eli'cled tlie 
collars. Every few minutes s'lo would 
jiut out lier paw and gently touch 
whatever collar 1 scorned to liave in uiy 
hanii Finally, when I had chosei:

mals. Tliero is one liial lies in the 
front window among a lot of --piin:;i's 
in the winter lime. ^\'lll■a I lirsl .>aw 
that eat 1 tlioiiglil it w as -ilu lied. 1 
passed it three or fnur limes every 
afternoon for a week', but ne.'er 
thought it was alive. It lay in one po- 
sition with its head curled down on its 
l)av;s, and never cluiuged its position 
during the afternoon. 1 stiiod watidi- 
ing it onco for a long time tlirouL'^h the 
window, and tho clerk in iiu! store, jusl 
to show me it was alive, poked it up. 
Till! cat got up la/.ily, siretciie.cl iiself, 
rubbed its nose against the eierk'.s 
hand, and then wont lo.-leep again. 

"They say thoy are very useful about 
drug-storos, as they ki'ep the mice 
away from tiio hurba nnd sweet tuiug... 
Tlioro is a big bhu^k cat in a drug- 
store corner of Thirtieth si reel. whi<-ii 
knows as much as any dog 1 ever saw. 
It i.s a beauty, too. AcciudiiiL'' to mv 
mind, it is tlie haiulsomest cat in Niv.v 
York. Il is as black as the uce' of 
spades and as shiny as ebony. It is a 
young eat, but il has already learned to 
recognize tiie regular eiisloniers of iho 
place. It has a euiiiforlahii: corner in 
the doorway, where il sieeps in the 
daytime, aud at night il lounges around 
the soda fouulaiu. Tneie is not a 
mouse iu the place. Tnecai will move 
about oil the shelves among doiicato 
bottles and line orhissware, but it iias 
never broken a thing. If you go into 
the shop more than once il will recog- 
nize you, and after tliat will aiwavs 
come forward to meet vnu.

Il is a great favorite with i:uiy 
customers, and wlien they I'eoue i:i In 
give an order and sit down in a chair 
the cat always comes alon^. j imi'S up 
in their laps, aud purrs all'ee: lonately. 
There is hardly a shop almig Broad way 
that has ni;l a pet cat, and over\'()Ue of 
llie shopkeepers can tidiyou line stories 
abo il what ids eat can do. 1 know lor 
u filet that tliere are some Vi-iv ciever 
cat.s in these siiop.s. Tiiey are better 
than dogs, because they keep the rats 
nnd mice away, and tie i.oi interfere 
with the cu-loiners. Nr) dii u :er of 1 iieir 
getting mad. ami it 
notliillg to iieep ! iieiu. 
in a biilidu'r shop 1: 
near Thiriy-third sir 
laid out for itself a 
frontdoor. The butcher sprinkles his 
floor with sawdust three times a day, 
and every time he does it the cat Imps 
upon the window-sill aiul watches tne 
operation closcdy. AVlieii il is finished 
and the Hour is liuiroiu'idy envered ihe 
cat lio|js down and sideels a .-pni di- 
rectly in Ihe middle of ti,e wide door- 
way and begins slowlv te eie ir a spul 
there. Il begins by moviuL' its paw 
around in a small circle, and linally 
brushes tho siiwdust away until n cie.ir 
si)iice is left. This spot is about two 
feet ill diameter, and alwavs |.i'ilei';l\ 
round. Tho cari/eiiler cou.dii c lIlai^e 
n more aceiirale e.rele. It is invnriabi\ 
in the middle id' the doorway, am! 
when the cat has every hit of sawdu-t 
oil' this particular spot it liesdo,'. o 
with its no30 toward the siiievi ilk. u 
dozes. If a man or woman com !S m 
and kicks the sawdust into the charmed 
circle llie cat carefully brushes it out 
again.
